only seven months after the first 
announcement of this new service. 
According to Mr. Edwin Ward, of- 
fice manager of the local plant, 
the company purchased this year 
from local farmers 2,000 tons of 
soya beans which'.put some .$200,- 
00000 into the farmers pockets and 
pointed the .way to a-new cash 
income crop—and a crop that this 
territory Is capable of producing in 
great quantity. During this same 
period the mill purchased 6,000 tons 
of cotton sedd'for a total cost of 
$600,000.00. Thus, soya beans, in 
their first appearance on. the local 
market, boosted local 
purchases 
by the mill by one quarter. 


Mr. Harold , Parker, the 
local 
manager for Temple, in reviewing 
these figures expressed an opinion 
that In 1948 the local production of 
soya beans would be greatly in- 
creased. "Our announcement 
of 
this now operation", said Mr. Par- 
ker, "was not made until after the 
usual planting season. Now, with 
this service well established and 
with the farmer gaining confidence 
In its value, we are looking forward 
to a big crop this year." 


Thus by a cooperative effort on 


the part cf the community and 
the display of courage and con- 
fidence on the part of the com- 
pany, what might have been an 
economic loss 
to the community

Russians. 


Un July 21, 1943, 1 made my first 


public statement as prime minis- 
ter. I recalled the spirited declara- 
tions of Sikorski for a free Poland 
and added, "There is not and will 
not be in the future Poland 
any 


room for any totalitarian 
govern- 


imont, whatever its shade or kind." 


I 
I promised the rebuilding of our 


1 homeland and close economic co- 
operation with the western powers, 
and called for a stronger economic 
and political bond among the na- 
tions of central eastern Europe. 


On 
the 
Russian 
question, 
I 


pledged a "maximum of good will 
and faith" and asserted, with all 
the strength at my command, that 
Poland wanted only friendly rela- 
tions with the U.S.S.R. 


There was no reply from Mos- 


cow, 
and the growing chilliness o 


Britain toward the Polish-Russian 
split was becoming noticeable. Be- 
fore his departure for the Moscow 
conference, Anthony Eden private- 
ly told me that there was little pos- 
sibility that Russia would renew re- 
lations with the Polish government 
unless we agreed to give the Reds 
that huge portion of Poland which 
the Red Army invaded in 1939 as 
an ally of Hitler. 
,;• I reminded him that he himself 
in a formal note of July 30, 1941 
had stated that Great Britain would 
not recognize any territorial gains 
taken by force, and that Churchill 
had said the same thing in 
the 


House of Commons in a 
memor- 
able speech on August 5, 1940. 


"If we give up this territory — 


which, actually, we are not 
em- 


powered to yield — it will be only 
the

of

mands,' I told Eden. But it was 
useless. 


To freshen his memory, I gave 
Eden 
a

agreed-to Polish-Soviet pacts

tary of State Cordell Hull. 


I learned at the time of the Mos- 
cow conference that it was simply 
a prelude to the long-awaited first 
meeting of Stalin, Roosevelt 
and 


I Chun-chill — to take place in Tehe- 
ran a few weeks later. We had 
heard from Washington that Roose- 
velt was content that as soon as he 
sat down with 
Stalin 
he 
could 


straighten out the 
Polish-Russian 
problem. 


But I wanted to see him, to warn 


him of Stalin's tactics. I asked for 
an appointment in Washington or 
anywhere else along the way 
to 


Teheran, but the While House said 
the best that Roosevelt could do 
was to see me the following Janu- 
ary. 
I was 
also unable to sec 


Churchill, who likewise believed he 
could 
do 
business 
with 
Stalin 


though I did learn from the Brit- 
ish unit the reason for not seeing 
me at just this time was a fear 
that it might antagonize Stalin and 
prompt him to snub the meeting— j 
as he had snubbed the Quebec con- 1 
fcrence.

The world has never been told 


what actually occurred at Teheran. ! 
There was. of course, 
the 
short 


lofty statement of 
December 
6. 


194S, containing such phrases 
as 


"Our nations shall work together 
in war and in the peace that will 
follow" . . . "we look with confi- 
dence to the day when all peoples 
of the world may live free lives un- 
touched by tyranny and according 
to their varying desires and their 
own consciences." 


But behind 
these classic words 


lay one of the most infamous in- 
justices of history. Poland, first u> 
fight Hitler, indomitably opposed to 
the 
establishment 
of 
even 
the 


slightest kind of quisling co-opera- 
tion with the Nazi invader, 
had 


been coldbloodedly divided by Stal- 
in. Stalin easily forced Roosevelt 
and Churchill ''nto appeasement. 


I used the splendid wording of 


their Teheran announcement as a 
basis for my own statement of the 
same day, lauded them for uphold- 
ing the quest of peoples "for free- 
dom, promised that liberated Pol- 
and would follow the precepts of 
democracy and warned that terri- 
torial grabs 
would 
rupture 
the 
agreement. 


My trip to see Roosevelt was ap- 


proaching, but at almost the last 
moment Eden asked me to post- 
pone it until 1 had had an oppor- 
Umitiy to talk to Churchill, who was 
t.aki-n ill at Teheran and was re- 
cuperating in North Africa. Eden 
would attend to the postponement, 
he said, and did. He made no men- 
tion of the knifing of Poland at the 
Teheran conference, and al 
that 
time — in view of the many assur- 
ances from Roosevelt and Church- 
ill about their interest in Poland — 
I would scarcely have believed it it' 
he had told me. 


I saw Churchill on February ti. 


1944. 
and he came right to 
the 
point. 


"You know, there will be no res- 


toration of Polish-Soviet relations 
unless 
yob agree to territorial 


changes," he said. "As a matter 
of fact, the Russians are demand- 
lflg political changes in your gov- 
^tnment. but we 
can 
overcome 
thsoet objections, we believe, if you 
consent to the territorial changes. 
They're more important." 


''But I'm not empowered io give 
away half of my country." I pro- 
tested. 


Churchill turned away, rather un- 


happily. "I'll have a public state- 
ment about this .matter in the near 
future." he said. 


The statement came on Febru- 


ary 22, 1944, five days after we had 
offered to permit eastern Poland to 
be ruled — until the peace treaties 
-- by an Allied Commission, 
if 


Poland remained a complete sov- 
ereignty throughouts 
its 
western 
section. We called it "The Demar- 
cation Line." 


Churchill submitted this conces- 
sion tn Stalin and received what 
he later called a "very rude an- 
swer," and so on February 22 he 
spoke in Commons on the Polish 
question and 
revealed 
officially 


some of the unspoken aspects 
of 
Teheran. 


Churchill, all of a sadden, 
had 


embraced the old Curzon Line as a 
fitting boundary 
between 
Russia 


and Poland, though the British had 


discarded that lino and ratified the 
Riga Treaty line, which was 
the 


U.S.S.R.-Polish boundary from 1921 
until the Red Army invaded it as 
Hitler's ally in 1939. 


He said that Germany had used 


Poland twice in his lifelim as a 
road of attack on Russia, but neg- 
lected to state that in the first in- 
stance — in 1914 — Poland 
was 


Ihcn divided among Germany. Rus- 
sia and Austria. He neglected also 
to add that Russia invaded us in 
1039 before the break in 
Fascist- 


Communist relations. 


I had no positive confirmation of 


what crimes had been 
committed 
against Poland by our big power 
allies, however, until a meeting I 


a/tended in Moscow on October 13, 
1944, 
with Churchill, Eden",'AV'efe'H' 


Harriman and Mololov. 


At that meeting I brought up DIG 


question of Polish boundaries 
by 


protesting against the illegality of 
the Curzon Line as a frontier. Mol- 
otov stopped me and, turning from 
Churchill to Harrirnan with a sur- 
prised expression, he said: 


"But all this was settled at Tehe- 


ran! We were all there and I want 
to remind you. if you have forgot- 
ten. Mr. Roosevelt said he entirely
